Atomic Map 
Order Denied 
In Washington 
WASHINGTON (UR) —The White 
House has denied a newspaper re­ 
port that President Truman ordered 
publication of 12,000 detailed maps 
of atomic installations. 
The Minneapolis Morning Tribune 
said last night in a copyrighted 
article by assistant executive Editor 
William P. Steven that the maps, 
designed to help planes avoid areas 
over which flying is forbidden, 
would give enemy bombers an “al­ 
most perfect guide." 
The maps are posted publicly in 
major airports throughout the na­ 
tion, the newspaper said, and each 
shows five restricted areas. 
It said the areas located exactly 
were major atomic plants at Han­ 
ford, Wash.; Los Alamos, NJM.; Oak 
Ridge, Tenn,, and two other atomic 
areas at Saltón Sea, Calif., apd Arco, 
Ida.The White House said the maps 
were prepared by the Civil Aero­ 
nautics administration to show “air 
space reservations," established by 
executive order to prevent planes 
from flying over certain military 
and defense installations, including 
atomic plants. 
These areas are marked on maps 
by the CAA after they are designat­ 
ed by the president, the White House 
said. Otherwise, it said, pilots would 
not know which areas are restricted. 
The White House said the CAA 
prepares the maps on its own, not 
under presidential order. The maps 
give the general outline of the re­ 
stricted areas, it said, but do not 
show details of the installations. 
The Tribune compared the maps 
with a map published by Fortune 
magazine in January, 1949. Mr. Tru­ 
man criticized this map last October 
as the most outstanding example of 
the kind of thing that led to his 
“security" order, 


$48,000 BUDGET 


A rescue party numbering more than 25 planes and nearly 
100 men continued their search today for a Hamilton Air Force 
Base pilot who was last seen parachuting from a flaming jet 
over icy waters of San Pablo Bay. 
The pilot, Capt. John B. Daoust, 27, was a Korean 
air 
veteran out on a routine training mission yesterday, officials 
at tfce base said. 
The dramatic and baffling story 
of the pilot’s jump from a burning 
plane and disappearance behind 
clouds during a bright afternoon 
started about 2:15 p.m. 
At that time Daousf, who held five 
Air Force awards, radioed his F-89 
’ ^Scorpion fighter had burst Into 
flames over Black Point and he was 
bailing out. He was seen a short 
while later drifting from an opened 
parachute toward San Pablo bay. 
MANY WATCHED HIM 
Asliundreds of persons at the air 
base and the crew of a rescue plane 
watched anxiously, the veteran flyer 
disappeared behind a large cloud. 
To keep track of Daoust the rescue 
plane rushed to an area where they 
expected the pilot to reappear. He 
was never seen again. 
Meanwhile, the burning Jet spun 
crasily in the air shooting red flames 
and leaving a plume of dark grey 
smoke in its path, observers said. It 
was found later in the afternoon on 
the Hansen ranch one mile east of 
Black Point where its badly scarred 
fuselage was deeply imbedded in the 
soggy shore of the bay in Sonoma 
county. 
Rescue planes from Hamilton were 
Joined in the afternoon and early 
evening search by Coast Guard ships 
and helicopters. As of late last night 
they had searched a 2Qp-square-mile 
area without a trace of Daoust. 
At the air base today public in­ 
formation men substantiated stories 
of the pilot’s mysterious disappear­ 
ance in the sky but could not com­ 
ment further.

There will be no summary clos­ 
ing of any of the 12 accused bars 
until after a hearing has been held 
for each, Phillips emphasized.

CONTROVERSY RAGES 
ON ACE'S JET WORK 


Air Force Says Maj. Davis Needed To Havo 


100 Missions Before He Could Be Sent Home 


NEW HAVEN WV-Miss Fumiye 
Miho, Honolulu-born Japanese who 
was studying in Japan when World 
War II broke out, probably wouldn’t 
be alive and a student at the Yale 
Divinity School today if she hadn’t 
missed a train seven years ago. 
The train was one on which she 
commuted 16 miles daily to Hiro­ 
shima, and the day she missed It 
was August 6, 1945. The atom bomb 
fell that day. 


ÜJS. FIFTH AIR FORCE HEAD­ 
QUARTERS, Korea (ff) — An Air 
Force spokesman today defended the 
policy of keeping all Jet pilots— 
including aces—in Korea until they 
have finished their normal tour of 
100 .combat missions. 
That was the Air Force stand on 
the controversy that has raged since 
Maj. George A. Davis, Jr., was shot 
down Sunday. Davis had destroyed 
11 MXGS and three Red bombers in 
59 missions. 
The spokesman said Davis wes a 
hero, but that statements that he 
should have been sent home were 
likely to make him a figure of con­ 
troversy instead. 


FIRST ACES RETURNED 
The first three American jet pilots 
to become aces in the Korean war 
were returned to the U.S. after their 
fifth kill. Five kills make a pilot 
an ace. 
In Lubbock, Tex., Mrs. Davis said 
her husband should have been sent 
home the same as the first three. 
She said Davis recently wrote her, 
Things can’t go on like they are. 
We lose so many planes and so 
many men. The MIGS are so much 
better than the Sabres that some­ 
thing must be done." 


EXPECTS THIRD CHILD 
Mrs. Davis, who is expecting her 
third child in May, said, "If I could 
feel that he has lost his life for some 
good reason I could feel better about 
it. But this 1s a war without reason. 
I would like to ask a full scale in­ 
vestigation of why he was left in 
Korea." 
In Washington, Rep. Mahon (D. 
Texas! asked the Air Force to in­ 
vestigate thoroughly and report to 
him on circumstances surrounding 
Davis’ death. He said Air Force of. 
fiqprs at the Pentagon had prom­ 
ised to look into the matter. 
The Fifth Air Force spokesman 
said policy requires the completion 
of 100 mission in Korea, but that 
the first three aces were sent home 
to insure other airmen being read­ 
ied for Korean combat. 
"We don’t send a ground soldier 


home when he kills 10 Commun­ 
ists," the spokesman said. “Tha 
same principle applies to jet pilots.* 


ALL FACE DANGER 
He added that flghter-bomber 
pilots and Sabre Jet pilots who do 
not become aces face the same 
dangers as aces. 
“Getting five MIGS 1* a happen­ 
stance," he said, "it doesn’t mean 
a man has won the war." 
Davis becamt an act about tha 
same time as two other pilots of the 
Fourth Interceptor Wing. They are 
Maj. George Creighton of Baton 
Rouge, La., and Lt. Col. win ton W. 
Marshall 
of 
Manhattan 
Beach, 
Calif. 
Marshall since has completed hie 
100 missions and returned to^he U. 
8. Creighton has more than 70 mis* 
sions, and is still flying in Korea. 
Marshall, Creighton and Davis 
were all squadron commanders. 
"We could not afford to let our 
squadron commanders who have 
shown the know-how to lead others 
go home," the spokesman said. 
"I have heard some mention over 
there that some of his fellow pilots 
say he wanted to remain in Korea. 
I think he wanted to become a group 
commander after he had a little 
more experience." 
Mrs. Davis said a statement by an 
Air Force public information office 
that Creighton, Marshall and her 
husband did not want to come home 
after bagging their fifth MIG was 
“an outright lie." 


"I had a letter from G. A. after 
that and he said the decision rested 
with the Air Force. He expected to 
be home for Christmas after he had 
shot down his fifth plane and ha 
knew he would get to come home 
after he'd shot down the others," 
she said.

Got a child who seems bored 
absent-minded, inattentive? A boy 
or girl who seems dumb at school? 
One who is a bit too much on the 
defensive most of the time? 
Here’s an important suggestion: 
have a competent expert investigate 
your child's hearing. An ear doctor, 
or an audiometrist, or some other 
trained person. Have accurate tests 
made to see if there is'any hearing 
loss. 
At school we easily spot the child­ 
ren who suffer major impairment 
in hearing. They stand out. It is 
those with minor hearing losses 
that we miss. They’re the ones 
teachers and parents condemn to 
the dumbell class, and try to forget. 
Often the kids think they’re dumb 
too. 
Does your child frequently ask 
you to repeat what you Ye told him? 
Does h* miss the first sounds of 
many similar words, like confusing

“could”? Doe* he turn the radio up 
so loud you could scream? Those 
are common symptoms. So are 
temper tantrums. 
Unless discovered and helped 
while young, children with hearing 
es are very likely to go wrong. 
They are many times mom apt to 
become delinquent than those with 
normal hearing. They’re apt to be 
wildly rebellious at school. They are 
unpopular. Their world is a harsh, 
hard, unfriendly world. And they 
show it. 
Where I work we give scientific 
heart ng teste regularly. We find a 


little over one percent of our pupils 
suffer p r e v io u s ly unrecognized 
serious h e a r i n g losses. Serious 
enough to be messing up their lives. 
Some of them can be helped by 
ear doctors. Some of them can't. For 
those who need it, we offer li] 
reading instruction. You’d be sur­ 
prised what a change it makes in 
their personalities to be able to 
communicate easily with others. All 
schools should do what we do. The 
expense is not too great and the re­ 
turns are magnificent.

Q. My son has impaired hear­ 
ing, but we live in a rural area 
where no special help is available. 
Where can I turn to get help? 
A. Th* best place in the West is 
the Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles.

YOUR HEALTH 
Anesthesia, Druas Relieve 
Severe Pain Of Surgery

i 
Pain is the natural cry of the 
body In distress. Many people go 
to a doctor to have their pain re­ 
lieved, and the modern doctor is 
•quipped to do this better than It 
was ever done before. 
Some of the most important medi- 
cal advances have been in relieving 
♦v 
pain of surgery. With modem 
anesthesia, the majority of 'people 
can go through most major opera­ 
tions with very little, if any, really 
•evere pain. 
' Pain-relieving d r u g s are also 
available for injuries. Too often, 
however, the bystander over-esti­ 
mates the suffering of an injured 
person. The actual pain can be 
•light, even in a severe injury. In 
one study of badly wounded soldiers, 
it was found that only a quarter of 
these men were in severe pain. 


LARGE DOSES NOT ADVISED 
Large doses of pain-relieving drugs 
are not advised if the patient Is not 
actually in too great pain. In such 
eases, the drugs can bring on de­ 
pression or a tendency toward ad­ 
diction. Of course, if there is genu­ 
inely severe pain, drugs definitely 
should be given, but they should 
not be used indiscriminately Just be­ 
cause of severe injury. 
Of the many ways employed to 
eliminate pain, the best is to remove 
er correct its cause. 'Thus, the pain 
from a badly infected ingrown toe­ 
nail is best relieved by correcting 
tha Ingrowing nail. 


NERVE BLOCK 
Sometimes, however, it is neces­ 
sary to stop pain either with chemi­ 
cals or surgrey. In a ‘'nerve blocks,’’ 
tha ne/ve carrying the pain may be 
blocked off by injecting a local an­ 
esthetic. This type of block is very 
effective in certain Injuries, but can 
prove dangerous unless done by a 
trained person. 
A common practice in relieving 


pain is the use of drugs that make 
a person less sensitive to pain. This 
is called raising the pain tolerance, 
or threshold. The opiate drugs or 
their derivatives, such as morphine, 
act this way. Every doctor will tell 
you that these drugs must always 
be given with extreme care, and only 
to raise the pain tolerance to the 
right point: otherwise, there Is dan­ 
ger of creating an addiction to the 
drugs. 


RECENT METHOD 
When there is fear that a narcotic 
drug will cause addiction, it is pos­ 
sible to inject a local anesthetic or 
alcohol directly into a vein. This is 
a recent method that has been very 
valuable in relieving pain. 
Drugs, such as curare, which stop 
muscle spasms, may be of help in 
reducing pain brought on by these 
spasms. Cobra venom has also re­ 
lieved pain in certaip conditions 
where no other drug was helpful. 
Of OTurse, all these drugs are very 
dangcfous in themselves, and only 
persons thoroughly familiar with 
these forms of treatment can use 
them, to relieve pain..

Abraham Lincoln, sixteen th President of the 
U nite4 States, was born 143 years ago today in 
• Kentucky log cabin. 
Every schoolboy knbws the story of his life, 
the ules retold each year-the self-educated 
youth, the railsplitter, the young romantic, the 
wartime President, the speech at Gettysburg, 


the assassination. 
Vet few have heard, and fewer realize the 
significance, of Lincoln as a politician. A states­ 
man must rise above party politics; and Lin­ 
coln, the most non-political of our latter day 
Presidents, did precisely that. 
It was not always so. Abraham Lincoln in 
his younger days served two years in Congress, 
a younger member of the Whig party repre­ 
senting a downsute Illinois constituency. If he 
were serving in the House of Representatives 
today he would be termed a ‘'party-liner." 
He voted for partisan resolutions to put the 
Polk administration in the wrong on tfy origin 
of the war with Mexico. He helped his party 
capitalize upon the mistakes of the executive in 
its conduct He voted for a resolution asserting 
the war to be "unconstitutionally and unneces­ 
sarily begun by the President." 
And when Polk removed the commanding 
general, Winfield Scott, the congressman joined 
with his fellow Whigs in demanding an in­ 
vestigation. For—it was whispered in the corri­ 
dors of the Capitol-political jealousy was in­ 


volved. 
Lincoln's activities in Washington were re­ 
warded with a resoundnig defeat in his cam­ 
paign for reelection. His political fortunes were 
at their lowest ebb. But Lincoln, undaunted, re­ 
fused to give up. He helped organize the 
Republican party in Illinois and unsuccessfully 
sought election as a Senator. He was catapulted 
into the limelight once again by his debates 
with Sen. Stephen Douglas. Lincoln this time 
presented an alternative to the Douglas policies; 
he entered the 1860 party convention as the 
Illinois "favorite son" and was nominated. One 
of four candidates, he was elected to the presi­ 
dency with a minority of the popular vote. 
Lincoln went to Washington to become chief 
executive of a crumbling union. As President,

he refused to compromise with his firm belief 
that the United States must not be destroyed by 
the withdrawal of several of its states and saw 
the newly-formed Confederacy make armed 
attack upon one of its fortresses.

ed commercially, the land company 
agrees to build and maintain a six- 
foot fence along the easement to 
prevent children from crossing into 
the commercial area. 
«—No access wilt be available 
from the commercial property onto 
the easement. 
7—No development wtll be done 
by the land company on the 30 -foot 
easement running from Cove road 
to the nursery school which will 
bring a major amount of traffic 
Into the area. There will be no 
access from the commercial area or 
a parking area there onto the 30- 
foot easement 
The agreement was signed by 14 
residente of Cove road as the peti­ 
tioners, and Edward H. Molten!, 
vice president, and Howard B. 
Allen, for the Belvedere Land com 
pany. Harry Allen, president of the 
land company is. on a South Ameri­ 
can tour. 
The agreement is a compromise 
between the stand of the land com­ 
pany and the residents. The resi­ 
dente bed asked that tha property 
be zoned to multiple dwelling so 
that a first class residential area 
would not butt against a commer­ 
cial sons. 
The land company had offered to 
deed a buffer «one to the property 
owners providing they erect the 
fence, establish tha planting and 
maintain the road. 
Maintenance of the road Is one 
problem not definitely settled. The 
planning commission, anticipating 
discussion on this point by the city 
council, last night recommended 
that the city accept the easement 
and maintain the street. 
Although the matter was taken 
out of its hands by the agreement 
between the parties Involved, the 
planning commission decided to 
submit a full report on the matter 


to the council. The report made 
recommendations to the council 
about land use, traffic, soning and 
other matters stemming from the 
public hearings held in the Cove 
road case. 
Submission of these recommenda­ 
tions, which were actually in the 
form of a judgment in the case, 
were objected to by Richard Mac- 
Laury. who had spearheaded the 
case for the residents. He pointed 
out a judge does not hand down a 
decision in a law case if the parties 
involved agree before the decision 
is reached. Ha argued tha commis­ 
sion should not give a decision In 
this case1. 
But members of the commission 
felt they had held public and 
private hearings on the matters and 
that they should follow through 
with a final report. It*declared: 
I—That there is a need for com­ 
mercially zoned property in Belve­ 
dere and that tha strip in dispute 
was desirably located for com­ 
mercial use. It recommended it re­ 
main zoned, commercial. 
3—Because Cove road is almost 
entirely residential, it is desirable 
to discourage traffic along this 
road.

8ome 
bent their knees or crossed them­ 
selves as they stepped silently past 
the coffin. Most bowed their heads. 
Thera was hardly a sound except 
for the dick of a policeman’s 
mechanical checker which counted 
off the subjects come to pay re­ 
spects. 
All they could see was the purple 
tiered catafalque with its coffin 
covered by the king’s standard and 
the diamond encrushed crown, the 
orb and the scepter, the symbols of 
the authority ha has laid down.

Directors Oppose 
Explosives Change 
The directors of the Marin Rod 
and Gun club have gone on record 
protesting the removal of explosive 
anchorage No. 13, to a location out­ 
lined in public notice No. 53-20. 
The protest read In part: 
“We have given this matter care­ 
ful consideration and study and 
can see no reason why the anchor­ 
age should be moved to the new 
contemplated area. There must be 
areas available for the loading of 
vessels upstream toward Vallejo or 
that vicinity. 
“The proposed area would practi­ 
cally ruin the deep-water striped 
bass fishing. In this area when the 
fish are running it has not been un­ 
common to see 1,000 pleasure boat* 


and 6,000 to 7,000 sport* fishermen 
in that area on weekends. It would 
also be dangerous to the many 
thousands of people that üse Mc- 
Neai’s Beach. 
“Shrimp fishermen in Marin 
would be deprived of a livelihood 
as this area contain* very lucrative 
shrimp beds. When ammunition 
boats are at anchor it is unsafe for 
everyone otherwise they would let 
said vessels load cargoes from docks. 
“We are opposed to the estab­ 
lishment of the proposed anchorage 
and wish to have our protest re­ 
corded. In the Bay Area over 100,000 
striped bass fishermen are con­ 
cerned over your proposal. We sin­ 
cerely hope that other plans can be 
formulated."

Public Shoot 
Total Rises 
Public shooting grounds on water­ 
fowl management areas operated by 
the California Department %of Fish 
and Game last year played host to 
120 per cent more hunters and pro­ 
vided a total bag 198 per cent 
higher than in 1950. 
A total of 21,708 hunter days was 
spent at the II areas between Octo­ 
ber 26 and 24. The seasonal bag 
totaled 37,85a birds. 
The Grizzly Island State water­ 
fowl management area in Solano 
county provided the best hunting 
among the free shooting grounds. 
The take of 16.036 ducks, 202 geese 
and 453 coots was split among 9,166 
hunters for an average daily bag 
of 1.82 birds. 


Steelhead fishing has been a com­ 
plete washout this season, except 
for a few days fishing on the smaller 
streams along the coast. 
Fishermen have anxiously been 
awaiting the opening of the Ee! 
to steelhead fishing, with the clear 
weather last week only to have an 
additional inch of rain In the north 
yesterday.. 
Marin sportsmen are hoping that 
the rains will cease in order that 
fishermen will have the opportunity; 
to fish for the fresh sea run trout 
before the season closes, February 29. 
Last week few fish were taken 
from the Russian, Gualala, Garcia, 
Ten Mile, Alder and Noyo rivers, 
but without rain for several days 
they would be fishable. 
Fish were taken every day last 
week in Papermlll from the Pt. 
Reyes bridge down to the White 
House pool, according to fishermen 
in the Pt. Reyes area. 
Anyone contemplating a trip steel- 
head fishing should phone ahead for 
conditions, before starting out, un­ 
less you just want to go for a ride. 
Fresh roe and flatfish are the 
chief baits used in fishing for steel- 
head.

New Laws For 


Hunting, Angling 


Fixed For 1952 
The Fish and Game Commission 
ha* sifted nearly two hundred rec­ 
ommendations from all sources and 
coma up with the new hunting and 
angling regulations that will gov­ 
ern more than one and-a-half mil­ 
lion licensed California sportsmen 
during 1952. 
In tha second day of Its final 
regulatory power* meeting in Los 
Angeles, the five-man conservation 
body took legal action which place 
about a dozen major changes from 
last year’s regulations into effect. 
March 1. 
Highlights of tha 1952 hunting 
and angling laws include: 
Trout angling season between May 
30 and October 31 in Modoc, Las­ 
sen, Plumas, Sierra, Nevada, Placer, 
Eldorado, Amador, Alpine, Cala­ 
veras, Tuolumne, and Del Norte 
counties, streams on the coast of 
Humboldt county, and Bucks Lake 
In Plumas county. Elsewhere in 
the state, Including Tahoe, Don 
ner, Boca, Almanor, Butt and Pills- 
bury lakes, the season extends from 
May 3 to October 31. 
Deer hunting will be legal in 
central coastal and south coastal 
areas from August 9 to September 
14. The north coastal and inland, 
or Sierra, areas will be opened to 
buck hunting from September 20 to 
October 19. The bag limit will be 
two bucks, except In the inland 
area, including San Diego county, 
where the seasonal limit Is one. 
The triangular area between U. 8. 
Highway 99 and 97 north of Weed 
In Siskiyou ceunfy was transfer­ 
red to the north coastal two-buck 
area. The 10-day -archery hunting 
seasons will end flva days before 
opening of the firearms hunting 
seasons in each area. 
The 10-day pheasant hunting sea­ 
son begins November 22. A daily 
limit of two birds may be taken, half 
of which may be hens in Sai^Benl* 
to, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, 
San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura. Los Angeles, Orange, Riv­ 
erside, San Diego and Imperial 
counties. 
* For tha first time, special seasons 
were declared on snowshoe rab­ 
bits in Inyo and Mono counties, and 
mountain quail in portions of seven 
central California counties. . Two 
snowshoes per day may be taken 
between November 22 and December 
31, while four mountain quail Is 
the daily bag limit from October 
11 to October 19. 
Shooting hours for all species 
of game, including waterfowl, will 
be from one-half hour before sun­ 
rise to one-half hour after «un­ 
set. Between November 22 and De­ 
cember 1, shooting starts at 8:00 
a. m„ and ends at 4:30 p. m. in 
all counties north of San Luis 
Obispo, Kern .and San Bernardino. 
The Commission imposed a closed 
season on salmon in ocean waters 
south of Tómale* Point from No­ 
vember 18 to February 14. A size 
limit of 22 Inches was set for all 
ocean salmon. 
Surf smelt, also known as white 
bait, day fish and night fish, will 
be subject to a new take and pos­ 
session limit of 25 pounds per 
day. Salt water perch has a new 
possession limit of 25 fish per day 
north of the San Luis Oblspo-Mon- 
terey county line, and 18 south of 
the line. 
The new bag limit on marlin, 
swordfish and black sea base is 
two.All abalone fishermen must carry 
"an accurate measuring device" 
when taking abalone*. The use of 
artificial breathing devices were 
outlawed in the taking of crus­ 
taceans and mollusks.

The department has five fire 
phones and two alarm boxes at pre­ 
sent, and a goal of a complete fire 
signal box system. The firemen have 
a cover-in system with the volun­ 
teers of neighboring Eelvedere, by 
which either department goes to a 
fire in the other district when need­ 
ed. 


During the past year the firemen 
have been spending their week-ends 
with hammer and saw, working on 
the fire hall which was added to 
the engine house. Three-fourths 
finished now, the hall is 80 by 45 
feet, with a 30-by-30 recreation 
room featuring a big fireplace, kit­ 
chen, office, bunk room and shower 
room. 
In the next few years, the depart­ 
ment plans to have men stationed at 
the firehduse all around the dock.

Claims Filed 
Two claims arising from recent 
glides in San Rafael have been re­ 
ferred to the city's insurance carrier. 
The action following rejection of 
the claims by the city council, a 
routine move on the council’s part 
In such cases.

It provides for a 120-day 
legislative session in odd-numbered 
years for general lawmaking, and a 
30-day session in even-numbered 
years limited to acting on the state 
budget.

W ASHINGTON (U.0 — Rep. 
Adolph J. S&bath (D., HI.) said to­ 
day after a White House visit that 
President Truman told him he is 
willing to seek re-election if it will 
help speed world peace. 
Sabath said Mr. Truman offered 
a number of reasons why he should 
not be a candidate. But, Sabath 
said, the President also told him he 
would take the calculated risk of 
damaging his health and shortening 
his life if it would help bring about 
peace and benefit the nation and 
the world, 
Sabath, chairman of the House 
Rules committee, said he himself 
could not see how Mr. Truman 
could refuse to be a candidate for 
re-election. He said Mr. Truman’s 
objections to running again were 
similar to those voiced by the lair 
President Roosevelt 
Meanwhile, W. Stuart Symington, 
retiring head of the RPC, said he 
was “more interested” in running 
for the Senate from Missouri after 


talking with Mr. Truman. 
Symington said the President did 
not ask him to run, but he and the 
President talked over the senate 
race and the possibility of Syming­ 
ton getting into it. 
Sabath, dean of the House, made 
public more detail on Mr. Truman's 
current political thinking than any 
recent White House visitor. 
“I asked him how soon he would 
give out the announcement that be 
would be a candidate again, but 1 
could not get him to go on the rec­ 
ord,” Sabath said.

Atomic Map 
Order Denied 
In Washington 


WASHINGTON (UJD — The White 
House has denied a newspaper re­ 
port that President Truman ordered 
publication of 12,000 detailed maps 
of atomic installations. 
The Minneapolis Morning Tribune 
said last night in a copyrighted 
article by assistant executive Editor 
William P. Steven that the maps, 
designed to help planes avoid areas 
over which flying is forbidden, 
would give enemy bombers an “al­ 
most perfect guide.” 
The maps are posted publicly in 
major airports throughout the na­ 
tion, the newspaper said, and each 
shows five restricted areas. 
It said the areas located exactly 
were major atomic plants at Han­ 
ford, Wash.; Los Alamos, N.M.; Oak 
Ridge, Tea»., and two other atomic 
areas at Sal ton Sea, Calif., apd Arco, 
Ida.

That was the Air Force stand on 
the controversy that has raged since 
Maj. George A. Davis, Jr., was toot 
down Sunday. Davis had destroyed 
II MXGS and three Red bombers in 
59 misiionf. 
The spokesman said Davis was a 
hero, but that statements that he 
should have been sent home were 
likely to make him a figure of con­ 
troversy instead. 


FIRST ACES RETURNED 
The first three American jet pilots 
to become aces in the Korean war 
were returned to the U.S. after their 
fifth kill. Five kills make a pilot 
an ace. 
In Lubbock, Tex., Mrs. Davis said 
her husband should have been sent 
home the same as the first three. 
She said Davis recently wrote her, 
"Things can’t go on like they are. 
We lose so many planes and so 
many men. The MIGS are so much 
better than the Sabres that some­ 
thing must be done." 


EXPECTS THIRD CHILD 
Mrs. Davis, who is expecting her 
third child in May, said, "If I could 
feel that he has lost his life for some 
good reason I could feel better about 
it. But this is a war without reason. 
I would like to ask a full scale in­ 
vestigation of why he was left in 
Korea." 
In Washington, Rep. Mahon (D. 
Texas) asked the Air Force to in­ 
vestigate thoroughly and report to 
him on circumstances surrounding 
Davis’ death. He said Air Force of- 
fiqprs at toe Pentagon had prom­ 
ised to look into the matter. 
The Fifth Air Force spokesman 
said policy requires the completion 
of 100 mission in Korea, but that 
the first three aces were sent home 
to insure other airmen being read­ 
ied for Korean combat. 
"We don’t send a ground soldier 


home when he kills 10 Commun­ 
ists,” the spokesman said. "The 
same principle applies to jet pilots." 


ALL FACE DANGER 
He added that fighter-bomber 
pilots and Sabre jet pilots who do 
not become aces face toe aa 
dangers as aces. 
"Getting five MIGS is a happen­ 
stance," he said, "it doesn’t mean 
a man has won the war.” 
Davis became an ace about the 
same tone as two other pilots of toe 
Fourth Interceptor Wing. They are 
Maj. George Creighton of Baton 
Rouge, La., and Lt. Col. Winton W, 
Marshall 
of 
Manhattan 
Beach, 
Calif. 
Marshall since has completed his 
106 missions and returned to^he U. 
S. Creighton has more than 76 mis­ 
sions, and is still firing In Korea. 
Marshall, Creighton and Davis 
were all squadron commanders. 
"We could not afford to let our 
squadron commanders who have 
shown the know-how to lead others 
go home," the spokesman said. 
"I have heard some mention over 
there that some of his fellow pilots 
say he wanted to remain in Korea. 
I think he wanted to become a group 
commander after he had a little 
more experience.” 
Mrs. Davis said a statement by an 
Air Force public information office 
that Creighton, Marshall and her 
husband did not want to come home 
after bagging their fifth MIG was 
"an outright lie.” 
"I had a letter from G. A. after 
that and he said the decision rested 
with toe Air Force. He expected to 
be home for Christmas after he had 
shot down his fifth plane and he 
knew he would get to come home 
after he’d shot down the others,” 
she said.

Defective Hearing May Cause Child 
To Appear Inattentive Or Stupid 


Oot a child who seems bored, 
absent-minded, inattentive? A boy 
or girl who seems dumb at school? 
One who is a bit too much on the 
defensive most of the time? 
Here's sn important suggestion: 
have a competent expert investigate 
your child's hearing. An ear doctor, 
or an audiometrist, or some other 
trained person. Have accurate tests 
made to see if there is-auy hearing 
loss. 
At school we easily spot the child­ 
ren who suffer major impairment 
in hearing. They stand out. It is 
those with minor hearing losses 
that we miss. They’re the ones 
teachers and parents condemn to 
the dumbell class, and try to forget. 
Often the kids think they’re dumb 
too. 
Does your child frequently ask 
you to repeat what you've told him? 
Does he miss the first sounds of 
many similar words, like confusing 
“whole” for “pole” or “would” for 
“could”? Does he turn the radio up 
so loud you could scream? Those 
are common symptoms. So are 
temper tantrums. 
Unless discovered and 
helped 
while young, children with hearing 
losses are very likely to go wrong. 
They are many times more apt to 
become delinquent th#" those with 
normal hearing. They're apt to be 
wildly rebellious at school.

YOUR HEALTH 
Anesthesia, Druqs Relieve 
Severe Pain Of Surgery 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MJD. 


Pain is the natural cry of the 
body in distress. Many people go 
to a doctor to have their pain re­ 
lieved, and the modern doctor is 
equipped to do this better than it 
was ever done before. 
Some of the moat important medi­ 
cal advances have been in relieving 
t* 
pain of surgery. With modern 
anesthesia, Use majority of people 
can go through most major opera­ 
tions with very little, if any, really 
severe pain. 
Pain-relieving d r u g s are also 
available for injuries. Too often, 
however, the bystander over-esti­ 
mates the suffering of an injured 
person. The actual pain can be 
alight, even in a severe injury. In 
one study of badly wounded soldiers. 
It was found that only a quarter of 
these men were in severe pain. 
LARGE DOSES NOT ADVISED 
Large doses of pain-relieving drugs 
art not advised if the patient is not 
actually in too great pain. In such 
earns, the drugs ran bring on de­ 
pression or a tendency toward ad­ 
diction. Of course, if there is genu­ 
inely severe pain, drugs definitely 
should be given, but they should 
not be used indiscriminately Just be­ 
cause of severe injury. 
Of the many ways employed to 
eliminate pain, the best is to remove 
or oorrect its cause. Thus, the pain 
from a badly Infected ingrown toe­ 
nail is best relieved by correcting 
the ingrowing nail. 


n e rv e b lo c k 
Sometimes, however, it is neees- 
aary to stop pain either with Chemi­ 
cals or aurgrey. In a “nerve blocks.” 
the ne¿*ve carrying the pain may be 
Mocked off by injecting a local an­ 
esthetic. This type of block is verv 
affective in certain Injuries, but ran 
prove dangerous unless done by a 
trained person. 
A common practice in relieving 


pain Is the use of drugs that make 
a person less sensitive to pain. This 
is called raising the pain tolerance, 
or threshold. The opiate drugs or 
their derivatives, such as morphine, 
act this way. Every doctor will tell 
you that these drugs must always 
be given with extreme care, and only 
to raise the pain tolerance to the 
right point; otherwise, there Is dan­ 
ger of creating an addiction to the 
drugs. 


RECENT METHOD 
When there is fear that a narcotic 
drug win cause addiction, it is pos­ 
sible to inject a local anesthetic or 
alcohol directly into a vein. This is 
a recent method that has been very 
valuable in relieving pain. 
Drugs, such aa curare, which stop 
muscle spasms, may be of help in 
reducing pain brought on by these 
spasms. Cobra venom has also re­ 
lieved pain in certain conditions 
where no other drug was helpful. 
Of course, all these drugs are very 
dangeeous in themselves, and only 
persons thoroughly familiar with 
these forms of treatment ran use 
them to relieve pain.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
PartisanPolitician To Great * * * ? » « * » 
Statesman, Lincoln's Triumph 


Abraham Lincoln, sixteenth President of the 
Unite4 States, was born 143 years ago today in 
a Kentucky log cabin. 
Every schoolboy knows the ttorv of his life, 
the tales retold each year-the self-educated 
youth, the railsplitter, the young romantic, the 
wartime President, the speech at Gettysburg, 
the assassination. 
Yet few have heard, and fewer real ire the 
significance, of Lincoln as a politician. A states­ 
man must rise abo\e partv politics; and Lin­ 
coln, the most non-political of our latter day 
Presidents, did precisely that 
It was not always so. Abraham Lincoln in 
his younger days served two years in Congress, 
a younger member of the Whig party repre­ 
senting a downstate Illinois constituency. If he 
were serving in the House of Representatives 
today he would be termed a “party.liner." 
He voted for partisan resolutions to put the 
Polk administration in the wrong on tbf origin 
of the war with Mexico. He helped his party 
capitalize upon the mistakes of the executive in 
its conduct He voted for a resolution asserting 
the war to be “unconstitutionally and unneces­ 
sarily begun by the President.” 
And when Polk removed the commanding 
general, Winfield Scott the congressman joined 
with his fellow Whigs in demanding an in* 
vestigation. For-it was whispered in the corri­ 
dors of the Capitol—political jealousy was in­ 
volved. 
Lincoln's activities in Washington were ro- 
wirded with a resoundnig defeat in his cam­ 
paign for reelection. His political fortunes were 
at their lowest ebb. But Lincoln, undaunted, re­ 
fused to give up. He helped organize the 
Republican party in Illinois and unsuccessfully 
sought election as a Senator. He w u catapulted 
into the limelight once again by his debates 
with Sen. Stephen Douglas. Lincoln this time 
presented an alternative to the Douglas policies; 
he entered the 1860 party convention as the 
Illinois "favorite son" and was nominated. One 
of four candidates, he was elected to the presi­ 
dency with a minority of the popular vote. 
Lincoln went to Washington to become chief 
executive of a crumbling union. As President, 


he refused to compromise with his firm belief 
that the United States must not be destroyed by 
the withdrawal of several of its states and saw 
the newly-formed Confederacy make armed 
attack upon one of its fortresses. 
Thus Lincoln, once a carping critic of the 
warmakers, took up the leadership of the federal 
government in a bloody war with its febel 
states. He carried that war through to a success­ 
ful conclusion, only to die a martyr, A recon­ 
struction which, in Lincoln's own words, was to 
be conducted “with malice toward none, with 
charity toward all,“ was sabotaged by “radicals" 
within his own party. 
History books—and, indeed, the yellowing 
pages of the Marin County Journal of the I860» 
tell us that Lincoln was not the universally 
revered person present-day idolatry makes him 
out to be. He faced a hostile Congress and an 
antagonistic public when he removed popular, 
but ineffectual, generals from command; he 
faced vengeful leaders in the Republican party 
when he removed the slippery Simon Cameron 
from his berth as secretary of war; his calls for 
draft of troops started riots among the populace 
of northern cities, particularly New York; his 
administration faced a congressional investiga­ 
tion demanded by a Wisconsin congressman 
who asserted that the government bureaus were 
filled with pro-Confederate subversives. His re- 
election in 1864 wij far from certain. 
Yet Lincoln, throughout the ordeal, main­ 
tained his faith in the ultimate wisdom of the 
people and of the principles for which he 
labored. 
There is a saying that great crises bring forth 
great leaden—in fact, that they create them. 
The crisis of 1860 brought forth a Lincoln, 
whose onetime partisanship had mellowed and 
matured, whose incumbency carved for him a 
niche as one of the greatest — perhaps the 
greatest—of American Presidents. 
Is there today in the United States a man 
who can give us principled leadenhip, who can 
cleanse the capital of evildoers, who can re- 
dedicate our government to service of the 
people, by the people, and for the people? 
Is there, today, another Lincoln?

WASHINGTON — The Congres­ 
sional investigating process has been 
so warped and twisted that the real­ 
ly important Issues involved in any 
given inquiry are quite likely never 
to he mentioned at all. That is cer­ 
tainly true of Senator Pat McCar- 
ran’s Internal Security Subcommit­ 
tee of th e Judiciary Committee, 
which h a s just finished beating 
John Carter Vincent over the head 
with its verbal substitutes for a 
rubber truncheon. 


IN ALL THE BRUTAL question­ 
ing of this high State Department 
official, not one word s*as said 
about the veracity of Vincent’* sole 
accuser, the professional ex-Com­ 
munist, Louis Budenz. 
Yet as a 
witnass before the Tydings commit­ 
tee, and as the pet witness of the 
McCarran subcommittee, B u d e n s 
has literally charged several scores 
of other Americans besides Vincent 
with being Communist Party mem­ 
bers. 
And surely this mass pro­ 
duction of charges of treason to 
the United States is no light matter. 
Furthermore, even before the Vin­ 
cent case, it was pretty hard to take 
Louis Budnes et his own valuation, 
as one of the "most truthful people 
in the world.” The facts, indeed, 
speak for themselves. 


BUDENZ LEFT the Communist 
party in October, IMS. 
Not long 
thereafter, he began to work with 
the FB I. 
He has said himself 
that “No (other) American has given 
so many hours to the F.BJ., and 
at all hourrs of the day and night, 
and at any time * ., eighteen hours 
at a time , . . every weekday and 
holiday and the entire Christmas 
holidays and all the other times 
I could be reached." He has fur­ 
ther estimated that between the end 
of 1945 and the early spring of 
1950. he dedicated an overall total 
of 3,000 hours of his time, or the 
•quiveUnt of 375 eight-hour days, 
to this voluntary labor as an F B I. 
informer. 
You might have supposed that' 
375 eight-hour days would h a v t 
given Budenz enough time to search 
his memory for the name of every 
lurking traitor, however insignifi­ 
cant, at to whose Communist party 
membership he could testify with 
confidence. 
But you would have 
been quite wrong in any such sup­ 
position. 


Vi ri le BUDENZ usefully assist­ 
ed the FB.I. in preps ring e a s e s 
against such Soviet agents as J. 
Peters and Gerhard Eisler, he some­ 
how forgot, for rather more than 
four year«, about John Carter Vin­ 
cent and the other men he is cur­ 
rently accusing. It was not until 
March, 1950, when Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy let loose his first bel­ 
lows about 57, or 81, or 205 "card- 
carrying Communists” an d sym­ 
pathizers in the government, that 
Budens’s memory suddenly acquired 
its astonishing built-in pick-up. He 
went to the FB I. to denounce Owen

NEW YORK (AP>—The men’s 
clothing industry appears to have 
hit ujxm a couple of discoveries.

THE SCAPEGOAT is the young- 
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er generation, which tends to make 
sloppiness a fashion. The hope lies 
in the young and presentable new 
prince consort of England, who 
might Inspire young men to tha 
belief that good clothes aren’t 
passe. 
Down in the garment district 
both ideas are being discussed to­ 
ds y. But those who think Prince 
Phillip may help them admit that 
American men haven’t paid much 
attention to British fashion for 
many years now. 
And the gulf between American 
and English apparel standards is 
being widened by the trend her* 
to bright sport plumage—most no­ 
ticeable in our far west, and now 
and then in Key West 
during 
presidential visits. 


BUT THE YOUNGER genera­ 
tion is another matter. More and 
more makers and sellers of men’s 
suits and aecesories are complain­ 
ing: * 
"How can we sell the mature 
man a presentable wardrobe if he 
has spent his younger years nour­ 
ishing the notion that blue jeans 
art okay anywhere but at a formal 
dance?

THE HAT INDUSTRY is also 
moaning because the young—and 
some not so young anymore—re­ 
gard a crew cut as all the head 
covering needed.

Lattlmore as a Communist for the 
first time in the same week of 
March, 1950, when McCarthy de­ 
clared that this silly, fellow-wan­ 
dering Johns Hopkins professor was 
the "top Communist agent” in the 
United Ststee. 


AS IT HAPPENED, Budens had 
already twice denied that Lattimora 
was a Communist, anee to a State 
Department investigator in 1147, and 
again, in the most categorical terms, 
to an editor of "Collier's” maga­ 
zine, Leonard Parris, in 1949. In 
the same fashion, when appearing 
before the Tydings investigating 
committee to make his public ao- 
cusation against Lattlmore, Budens 
firmly refuse to accuse John Carter 
Vincent as a Communist, saying he 
had to be “careful.” But a week or 
so later he went to the FB I. again, 
and now denounced Vincent as a 
Communist for the first time. 
These peculiarities of his memory 
were never explained by Budenz. He 
admitted he had lied to the State 
Department investigator and the 
"Collier's” editor because, he said, 
ha preferred to do all his talking 
to tha FB I. But the beet reason 
he could offer for hit failure to ac­ 
cuse Lattlmore or Vincent during 
3,000 hours of previous work with 
the FBI., was that he and tha 
FB.L agents had been too busy 
talking about other things. He also 
half admitted links with Senator 
McCarthy through his close friend 
in the China lobby, Alfred Kohl- 
berg, who was one of McCarthy’s 
original inspirera. 


THESE FACTS ALONE would be 
enough to m b the gravest suspicion 
on Budenz’s testimony in any nor­ 
mal court of law. Then in the Vin­ 
cent case, Budenz for the first time 
broke his most curious * rule. Al­ 
ways before, he had stuck to tha 
naked and hearsay accusation, based 
on his own alleged recollection of 
the six- or eight- or ten-year old 
statements of other Communists, 
who could not be called to the stand. 
Never had ha tried to substantiate 
his charge* with any evidence that 
could be checked against historic 
facts. 
In the V i n c e n t case, however, 
Budenz made the check-able state­ 
ment, that Vincent "guided” Henry 
A. Wallace "along the paths” of the 
Communist party lint in China in 
1944. The strongest documentary and 
other evidence was at once produced, 
to show that Vincent's influença on 
Wallace had in fact been profoundly 
anti-Communist. 
Neither Budenz nor the McCarran 
subcommitte Mould produce a Jot or 
tittle of sol i d counter-evidence, 
either to prove Vincent’s pro-Com- 
munist influence on Wallace or to 
show Vincent’s Communist p a r t y 
membership. With Vincent's appear­ 
ance before the McCarran subcom­ 
mittee, all the testimony is now in; 
and the disproof of Budenz’s first 
check-able statement stands abso­ 
lutely unimpaired. Under the cir­ 
cumstances, Louis Budenz woul d 
seem to be the man to investigate.

If you did, you are required to 
report this income and pay the tax 
on it. If your winnings were in 
property o t h e r than cash, you 
should r e p o r t 
the fair market 
v a l u e of t h e 
property. 
Some awards, 
prizes and re­ 
wards a re not 
subject to tax. If 
yours falls Into 
one or more of 
th e 
following, 
g e n e r a l l y , it 
s h o u l d be ex­ 
cluded from in­ 
come. 
A prize won on Peter J* wickel 
the radio program "Pot of Gold,” 
where the winner had employed 
no capital, contributed no labor, 
made no wager, given no endorse­ 
ment to sponsor’s product and as­ 
sumed no obligation, was not taxed. 
Presumably, if the winner had con­ 
tributed labor, such as answereing 
a question correctly 
he would 
have been taxed. 
An award recived from a public 
foundation in recognition of scien­ 
tific achievements and services in 
promoting the public welfare — 
such as winning the Nobel Prize. 
Christmas presents received by 
employees of a non-profit organ­ 


ization out of a fund made up by 
members for this purpose. 
An award, the intent of which 
is to arouse interest and not to 
secure any advantage, profit, or 
benefit to the donor or to* em­ 
ploy or buy the service« of the 
contestants. An award where the 
entire advantage of the contest 
goes to the winners and the com­ 
munity, such as a cleanup cam­ 
paign w h e r e each householder 
cleans up his property eliminating 
fire hazards, etc. and award is 
made to the householder doing the 
best job. 
An award where the purpose is 
to advance scholarship, learning, 
arts or science and where the con­ 
testants are more interested in 
the prestige s e c u r e d than the 
money or property won. 
Generally, however, all winnings 
from gambling, contest prizes, lot­ 
teries, etc., are taxable income.

Some 
bent their kne« or crossed them­ 
selves as they stepped silently past 
the coffin. Most bowed their heads. 
There was hardly a sound except 
for the click of a policeman’s 
mechanical checker which counted 
off the subjects come to pay re­ 
spects. 
All they could see was the purple 
tiered catafalque with its coffin 
covered by the kings standard and 
the diamond encrushed crown, the 
orb and the scepter, the symbols of 
the authority he hat laid down.

Directors Oppose 
Explosives Change 


The directors of the Marin Rod 
and Gun club have gone on record 
protesting the removal of explosive 
anchorage No. 13, to a location out­ 
lined in public notice No. 52-20. 
The protest read in part: 
"We have given thi« matter care­ 
ful consideration and study and 
can see no reason why the anchor­ 
age should be moved to the new 
contemplated area. There must be 
areas available for the loading of 
vessels upstream toward Vallejo or 
that vicinity. 
"The proposed area would practi­ 
cally ruin the deep-water striped 
bass fishing. In this area when the 
fish are running it has not been un­ 
common to see 1,000 pleasure boats 


and 8,000 to 7,000 sports fishermen 
in that area on weekends. It would 
also be dangerous to the many 
thousands of people that iiso Mc- 
Near’s Beach. 
“Shrimp 
fishermen 
in 
Marin 
would be deprived of a livelihood 
as this area contains very lucrative 
shrimp beds. When ammunition 
boats are at anchor it is unsafe for 
everyone otherwise they would let 
said vessels load cargoes from docks. 
“We are opposed to the estab­ 
lishment of the proposed anchorage 
and wish to have our protest re­ 
corded. In the Bay Area over 100,000 
striped bass fishermen are con­ 
cerned over your proposal. We sin­ 
cerely hope that other plans can be 
formulated." 


Here Are Regulations 
On Hunting And Fishing 


The Department of Fish and 
Game reminds California sportsmen 
of the following general regulations 
which apply to current hunting and 
fishing: 
Bears—No closed season or bag 
limit in Del Norte, Humboldt and 
Mendocino counties. 


Public Shoot 
Total Rises 


Public shooting grounds on water­ 
fowl management areas operated by 
the California Department .of Fish 
and Game last year played host to 
120 per cent more hunters and pro­ 
vided a total bag 198 per cent 
higher than in 1950. 
A total of 21,708 hunter days was 
spent at the 11 areas between Octo­ 
ber 26 and 24 
The seasonal bag 
totaled 37.85« birds. 
The Grizzly Island State water­ 
fowl management area in Solano 
county provided the best hunting 
among the free shooting grounds. 
The take of 16,036 ducks, 202 geese 
and 453 coots was split among 9,166 
hunters ter an average daily bag 
of 1J2 birds. 


Steelhead Fishing 


Called ’Washout' 


Steelhead fishing has been a com­ 
plete washout this season, except 
for a few days fishing on the smaller 
streams along the coast. 
Fishermen have anxiously been 
awaiting the opening of the Eel 
to steelhead fishing, with the clear 
weather last week only to have an 
additional inch of rain tn the north 
yesterday.. 
Marin sportsmen are hoping that 
the rain* will eeaae in order that 
fishermen will have the opportunity 
to fish for the fresh sea run trout 
before the season close«, February 29, 
Last week few fish were taken 
from the Russian, Oualala, Garcia, 
Ten Mile, Alder and Noyo rivers, 
but without rain for several days 
they would be fishable. 
Fish were taken every day last 
week in PapermiU from the Pt. 
Reyes bridge down to the White 
House pool, according to fishermen 
in the Pt. Reyes area. 
Anyone contemplating a trip steel­ 
head fishing should phone ahead for 
conditions, before starting out, un­ 
less you just want to go for a ride. 
Fresh roe and flatfish are the 
chief baits used in fishing for iteti- 
head.

New Laws For 


Hunting, Angling 


Fixed For 1952 


The Fish and Game Commission 
has sifted nearly two hundred rec­ 
ommendations from all sources and 
coma up with the new hunting and 
| angling regulations that will gov­ 
ern more than one and-a-half mil­ 
lion licensed California sportsmen 
during 1952. 
In the second day of its final 
regulatory powers meeting in Los 
Angeles, the five-man conservation 
body took legal action which place 
about a dozen major changes from 
last year’s regulations into effect 
March 1. 
Highlights of the 1952 hunting 
and angling laws include: 
Trout angling season between May 
30 and October 31 In Modoc, Las­ 
sen, Plumas, Sierra, Nevada, Placer, 
Eldorado, Amador, Alpine, Cala­ 
veras, Tuolumne, and Del Norte 
counties, streams on the coast of 
Humboldt county, and Bucks Lake 
in Plumas county. 
Elsewhere in 
.the state, including Tahoe, Don- 
ner, Boca, Alma nor. Butt and Pills- 
bury lakes, the season extends from 
May 3 to October 31. 
Deer hunting will be legal in 
central coastal and south coastal 
areas from August 9 to September 
14. The north coastal and inland, 
or Sierra, areas will be opened to 
buck hunting from September 20 to 
October 19. The bag limit will be 
two bucks, except in the inland 
area, including San Diego county, 
where the seasonal limit is one. 
The triangular area between U. S. 
Highway 99 and 97 north of Weed 
in Siskiyou county was transfer­ 
red to the north coastal two-buck 
area. The 10-day -archery hunting 
seasons will end five days before 
opening of the firearms hunting 
seasons in each area. 
The 10-day pheasant hunting sea­ 
son begins November 22. A daily 
limit of two birds may he taken, half 
of which may be hens in Sai^Beni­ 
to. Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, 
San Bernardino, 
Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange, Riv­ 
erside, San 
Diego and 
Imperial 
counties. 
' For the first time, special seasons 
were declared on snowshoe rab­ 
bits in Inyo and Mono counties, and 
mountain quail In portions of seven 
central California countiea. < Two 
snowshoes per day may be taken 
between November 22 and December 
31, while four mountain quail la 
the daily bag limit from October 
11 to October 19. 
Shooting hours for all species 
of game, including waterfowl, will 
be from one-half hour before «un­ 
rise to one-half hour after sun­ 
set. Between November 22 and De­ 
cember 1, shooting starts at 8:00 
a. m., and ends at 4:30 p. m. in 
all counties north of San Luis 
Obispo, Kern and San Bernardino. 
The Commission imposed a closed 
season on salmon in ocean waters 
south of Tomales Point from No­ 
vember 18 to February 14. A size 
limit of 22 inches was set for all 
ocean salmon. 
Surf smelt, also known as white 
bait, day fish and night fish, will 
be subject to a new take and pos­ 
session limit of 25 pounds 
per 
day. Salt water perch has a new 
possession limit of 25 fish per day 
north of the San Luis Obispo-Mon- 
terey county line, and 10 south of 
the line. 
Thè new bag limit on marlin, 
swordfish and black sea bass is 
two. 
All «baione fishermen must carry 
“an accurate 
measuring 
device" 
when taking «baione«. The use of 
artificial breathing devices were 
outlawed in the taking of crus­ 
tacean« and molluska.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — An ex­ 
plosive politics! question clamors 
for an answer from Governor War­ 
ren when he gets back from his 
Boston - New York speechmaktng 
tour. 
Hell have to decide whether to let 
the Legislature, meeting March 3, 
advance the voting date on a $150 
million veterans home loan bond 
issue from the November to the June 
3 primary election. 
It isn’t as simple as that, however. 
Here’s the catch: 
If the bond issue goes before the 
people in June, all other initiatives 
and referenda otherwise ticketed for 
the November ballot will move up 
along with it. 
D. J. Callaghan, director of vet­ 
erans affairs, says his department 
will have to quit taking applications 
for GI home-farm purchase loans 
by March tor lade of funds. 
The situation presents a you- 
eanVwin dilemma for the governor. 
If he sail yes to the bond Issue, 
it win mean injecting white-hot 
controversy into the presidential 
primary election campaign with 
th#m measures: 
1—George H, McLain s new cost- 
of-living plan. 
3—An initiative to abolish cross- 


filing in California — the system 
which allows political candidates to 
run on both tickets in the primary. 
3—A referendum to repeal the 
property tax exemption for paroch­ 
ial elementary schools voted by the 
1951 legislature. 
Then, too, permission to take up 
the veterans fund proposal in March 
win allow the legislature to act on 
urgent requests for a new bond issue 
for classroom construction of $350 
million or so. 


NEED FOB FUND 
In fact, Roy. E. Simpson, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
talks of the need for state subsidies 
for school districts as an emergency. 
The governor's power in 
matters traces back to a 1945 enact­ 
ment. It provides for a 130-day 
legislative session in odd-numbered 
yean lor general lawmaking, and a 
10-day session in even-numbered 
years limited to acting on the state 
budget. 
When problems demand attention 
in even years, the governor can call 
a special session to meet concur 
rently with the budget session or 
at any other time. That’s the de­ 
cision hell have to make before 
very long. 


D St. Slide 
Claims Filed 
Two claims arising from recent 
slides in San Rafael have been re­ 
ferred to the city's insurance carrier. 
The action following rejection of 
the claims by the city council, a 
routine move on the council's part 
In such eases. 
Edward and Jane P. Borley. own­ 
ers of a bouse at 23 Upper TOyon 
drive, San Rafael, filed a $17,250 
claim against the city arising out 
of “slippage and landslide" caused, 
they claim, by construction work 
on D street grade. 
The complaint specifies several 
ttoms, including lost value of land, 
decreased use of property, loss of 
privacy, destruction and removal of 
trees, and “imperiled marketability” 
due to “poor publicity” The latter 
item is worth $4,000, they claim. 
Damage was due, the claim said, 
to “negligence of the city and city 
engineer and agents” of the city. 
Joseph R. Grechman, 30 Upper 
Toyon road, filed a claim asserting 
that the city had been negligent and 
atiled upon the city government to 
live up to its agreement to prevent 
slides and other damage to his prop­ 
erty. No sum was listed. This was 
referred to City Manager Ray Boege 
by the council, and Boege said it 
was referred to the insurance car­ 
rier.

Not Legal In ' 


State, Uses Mail 


California motorists have* appar­ 
ently been sent literature from an 
out-of-state Insurance c o m p a n y 
which ‘does not meet the minimum 
financial requirements of the Cali­ 
fornia Insurance laws, Charles Mur­ 
rey of Ross, president of B^urin 
Association of Insurance Agents, 
said today. 
Repotting last year’s mail solicit­ 
ing, the American Automobile Own­ 
ers’ Safety association, of Kansas 
City, Missouri, has apparently of­ 
fered California motorists limited 
accident insurance in tho Safety 
Drivers’ Insurance corporation of 
Kansas City, Murray said. 
He added that the policy adver­ 
tised not only falls short of meet­ 
ing California requirements, but 
that the insurance company is not 
licensed to do business in California 
and cannot lawfully have offices or 
employees in this state. As a result 
of this last fact anyone having 
claims »2**£3t it would probably 
have to settle them by correspond­ 
ence. 
The state insurance commissioner 
stated that *he state insurance laws 
have been enacted for the protec­ 
tion of the California public. He 
warned against California doing 
business with insurance companies 
that are unlicensed and therefore 
have not submitted themselves to 
state insurance laws.
